Dear  Don: 

We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacation  of  Summer  Street  from  the 
south  right  of  way  of  the  Wabash  Railroad  to  the  north  property 
line  of  the  first  alley  north  of  Reynolds  Street  and  recommend 
that  the  proposed  vacation  not  be  granted  for  the  following  rea- 
sons : 

1.  The  nearest  existing  crossing  over  the  Wabash  Railroad 
is  Lumbard  Street  located  approximately  two  blocks 
east  of  Summer  Street.  To  the  west,  the  nearest  cross- 
ing would  be  Wabash  Avenue  located  approximately  four 
blocks  away.  Since  Summer  Street  is  platted  up  to  the 
railroad  on  both  sides,  it  is  possible  that  sometime 

in  the  future  it  might  be  necessary  to  construct  Summer 
Street  across  the  railroad  in  order  to  provide  a circu- 
lation of  traffic  between  the  area  north  of  the  Wabash 
Railroad  and  the  area  south  of  it.  I can  see  no  immedi- 
ate need  for  such  a street  opening;  however,  it  is 
possible  that  some  day  it  would  be  necessary  and,  if 
so,  the  City  would  have  to  buy  back  the  right  of  way 
which  had  been  vacated  if  this  vacation  is  allowed. 

2.  I can  see  no  particular  advantage  to  the  City  in  the 
vacation  of  this  portion  of  the  street.  It  appears 
that  the  only  advantage  would  be  to  the  adjacent  land 
owners  in  acquiring  additional  property. 

I can  see  no  objection  to  letting  the  adjacent  property  owners 
use  this  land  for  whatever  purpose  they  might  desire,  providing, 
of  course,  that  no  buildings  are  constructed  on  the  property.
